STR, 


: § few Books are fo ufeful, and at the fame time fo enter- 
taining as Accounts of Travellers, few Books alfo meet 
with fo favourable a Reception from the Publick. This 
will likely have the fame Fate, being written with a 

great deal of Care and Accuracy. 

Monlieur Le Maire arrived on the firft of May 1682, in the 
Road of the great Canary, which Ifland is about 30 Leagues in 
Circvit. The Town ftands within a League and half of the Road, 
and contains about twelve thcufand Inhabitants ; the Houfes are 
low, but very convenient, and pretty well built. Tho the Bi- 
fhop and Governour of thofe Itlands refide at Tenersff, yet this 
Town is the Metropolis, and therein are the Epifcopal See, the 
Tribunal of the /nquifition, and the fupream Council, which is as 
the Parliament of the feven Iflands. 

The Spaniards made the Conqueft of them in the Year 1460, 
and fent the greateft part of the Inhabitants Slaves to Spata. 
Thefe Iflands were formerly called Fortunate, becaufe they pro- 
duce whatever is neceflary for human Life. The Inhabitants make 
Ordinarily their Harvett in March, but in feveral Parts they have

two CropsinaYear. The Water is not there fo good as other: 
things, but to mend it, they put it into great Pots made of a fort 
of Earth full of Pores, through which the Water diftils, leaving 
behind in the Pot all its bad Quality. 

On the 4th of May our Author caine to Teneriff Ifland, in 
which there is a little fown called Santa Crux, thereis alfothat 
famous Mountain called the Pic, the higheft in the World, which 
is feen forty Leagues off from the Sea. Vhat land produces the 
pood and renowned Canary Wine, which ts fo much lik’d in Exrope, 
fince the Spaniards brovght the Plant that bears thofe excellent 
Granes out of Candia into that Liand. 

On the th of the faid Month Monfeur Le Adaire pafled the 
Tropick of Cancer ; on the 8th he came near the Coait of farbary, 
and of the white Cape, which was firlt difcovered by the Portuguefes 
in the Year 1454, and named White, becaufe the Soil is baiicn and 
without Greennefs. There is abundarce of Oitriches in crac 
Country, and one of their Eggs is a fuficient Meal for eighe 
Men. The Inhabitants are Mahomerars, they cre divided into 
Tribes, and the richeft of them is always owned for the King og 
Chief of the reft. 

The 19¢h our Author caine to the Green Cape, fo cuiled by the 
Portuguefes, becaufe it appeared green wuen it was difcovered. 
The next day he doubled that Cape, and came to an Jjiund named 
by the Dutch Gorce, becaule ic is foimewhat like the oid Goree 
in Zealand. 

The firft Care of Moniieur Danceurt was to vifit the Faétcries 
of the African Company that are along that Coaft, and to that 
end he travelled over the Ccuntry about fourfcore Leagues, from 
the Mouth of the River Sexege’ to the Mouth cf the River Gambia, 
which are the two Aims of the Niger, and Monfiecr Le ALsre 
was all that while with him. They begun their Journey on the 
6th of December, through the Country of Senegal, which was ate 
tended with many Wifficulties, for there is nothing to be found in 
that Country: They march’d from Morning till Sun-{ctting with- 
out refting themfelves but a little while about Noon, to cat the 
Yictua's the, brought with them. 

The Heufis 1 tht Cou: try are made with Straw,and have «bout: 
four Paces [tometer 5, the Roof is fupported by four cr five Forks, 
they have. neler Doors nor Windows, but only a little Hole ike 
an: 
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an Oven. Thothe Country is very hot, yet the Inhabitants make 
atall times a Fircin th Hostes, which makes fuch a Smoke, that 
it is imp {ible for any body elle to live a quarter of an hour in 
thofena yilac.s. They nave no othe: Floor but Sand, on which 
they fink fomeitines to their very Knees. Their Beds are futable 
to the M:cniicence of their Houfes, they are made of Sticks 
twice as big is ones Thum, tied together with a Rope: The 
richeft fort amongft them put a Mat on thofe Sticks inftead of a 
Quilt. he Men of that Country lead ih. moft lazy Lives in the 
World, they themfelves meddle with nothing, and the Women 
alone drive cn the Trade. 

Qn the 13th of December our Travellers came to the Ifland of 
St. Lew, which is the Place of the greatcft Commerce: The 
Negro’s bring thither their Commodities, fuch as Leather, Ivory, 
Slaves, and fometimes Ambergresfe. The French fend the Slaves 
they buy in that Country into their Plantations in America, to work 
about their Sugar. The tallelt and ftrongeft of them cofts not 
above ten Livers apiece, and they fell them in America for above 
309. | 

The River Senegal divides the Moors and the Negro’s , the firtt 
wander up and down inthe Country, and continue in the fame 
place no longer than they find Food for their Catte!, whereas the 
Negro’s live together in Villages, but the firft are a free Peo- 
ple, whereas the fecond are tyrannized over by their Kings. 

The Kingdom of Senegal is the firft State of the Country of the 
Negro’s; its Extent is about forty Leagues along the Coaft = 
The King iscalled Brac, whicin isa Name of Dignity, but heis fo 
poor, that very often he has hardly 242 to live upon. 

Nexe to the States of the Brac, are thofe of the Cheiratick, that 
is to fay, mojt Great, havirs above ten petty Kings for his Tribu- 
taries. He eats AGM, Beef, and Dates, and drinks Milk, but nee 
ver a drop of Wine or Brandy. Pevond his States lies the Couns 


try of Fargotsand Enyueilacd, about 300 Leagucs from the Habi- 


tation of tie French: but our Travellers went no further. 
Monfieur Le Maire makes here a Digrefiton upon the inundation 
of the Niger, which he imputes to the abundance of Rain that falls 
under the Equino Xia! Line in the Months of July, Aug.and September. 
He clofes his Book with a Defcrirtic:: of the Country from the 
Mouth of the River Senegal to the River Gambia, and makes many 
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i curious Remarks upon the Manners and Cuftoms of the Inhabi- 
i tants, about the Trees and Plants that grow in the Country, and 
%) the various forts of Animals that are found there.

HE Authors of the Liturgies, many of the Fathers, and per- 
haps the greateft part of the Schoolmen, and even fome 
Proteftant Divines, have believed that Jefus Chrift did eat his 
own Body, and drink his own Blood at his laft Supper ; and this 
Opinion has ftill at this time many Followers. The Author of this 
Treatife is of another Perfwafion, and endeavours to prove that 
Doctrine, notwithftanding its Antiquity, and the Authority of its 
Profeflors, has no real Foundation, but is altogether groundlefs. 
The firft Proof that he makes ufe of, is taken from the Silence 
of the Evangelifts, who mention no where that Jefus Chrift ate: 
the Bread, or drank the Wine after the Confecration. The fe 
cond is taken from the Nature of a Will or Teftament, which is 
never made in favour of the Teftator himfelf, but in favour of 
the Heirs. And befides, the End and Effects of the Communion: 
do chiefly confift in uniting the Chriftians, in ftrengthening their 
iE Faith, in reviving their Charity, in giving them an Earneft of 
i their Salvation, of the Forgivenefs of their Sins, of a glorious Re- 


furrection, and of an happy Eternity 5 and what need had our 
Saviour of thefe things ? 
Our Author having propofed his Proofs, anfwers the Reafons 


alledged by the Fathers, and other Do¢tors,Papifts and Proteftants, 
who have maintain’d the other Opinion. 
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Le Difcernement- de, Gc. The Difference between True and 
falle Morals ; wherein are difcovered the Defects of Tul- 
ly’s Offices, and of his Books of Friendfhip, Old Age, 
and Paradoxes. In Twelves, Paris 1695. 


HE main Defign of this Work is to fhew that there can be no 
Vertue without Faithin Jefus Chrift, and the Hope of an eter- 


nal Life ; that it is vain to teach Men what they are to do, unlefs. 


they are made fenlible of what they are in themfelves ; that itis 
not enough to acquaint them with their Original, unlefs they are. 
acquainted with the Excellency of the End for which they are de- 
figned: and laftly, that except they feel their own Mifery and 
Corruption, the greateft things that are told them, ferve only to 
entertain their Pride, and make them the more oppofite to God. 

In the firft Chapter ourAuthor fheweth, by the Diftinétion of the. 
Soul and Body, the Difference of the Goods that are proper for 
us ; and how unjuft and cruel we are to our felves, in preferring 
the Advantages that relate only to our Body, to thofe.that relate to 
our Soul; and that all our Misfortunes proceed from that unlucky 
Choice. We look only upon this prefent Life, without cafting 
our Eyes any further ; no wonder thea if we do every thing for 
the fake of a temporal Felicity. 


The fecond Chapter is employed in fhewing, that in all ref{peets . 


there is nothing reafonable in that Choice ; and that what wecom- 
monly call Humane Reafon, is only our Imagination, which leads: 
us into Diforder and Corruption. The Author proves the Unity of 
Reafon, by the Unity of Truth, by its Univerfality and Immu- 
tability ; and inthis Senfe he fides with St. Anffin, and owns no o- 


ther Reafon but the Verbum Dez. He fheweth then that Men being. 
corrupted, they cannot but very imperfectly confult that Kea/on, . 
nor are they able to follow its Dictates, becaufe the Baits and In-. 


ticemenis of Concupifcency prevail over the inward Light; and. 


therefore it was neceflary that that Reafon fhould incarnate it felf 
to help our Weaknefs, and to produce in us fome Sentiments.

According to this Principle it is eafy to fhow, that Heathens 
could neither be juft, ner iottruct us, and thists done in the third 
Ch:pter. The nobdleft Thought. of ihe Pagans, fays our Author, 
| are always mixed with fom. Ser:iacnts fuil of Vanity, that ble- 
Bh | mifi them; fo that if they raile fometlnes our Souls, they fink 
Yi them immdiately after, and leave us always wavering between 
ay the Light and the falfe Infpirations of cur Senfes and Imagination : : 
| from whence he concludes in the fourch Chapter, that what we call ; 
% Humane Vertues, is but a Mixture of Low!inefs and Pride , and that 
if the Love of cur felves is really a Good, ic is on'y fo as long as 
| that Love incites us to prefer the good of our Souls to the good of 
: our Body, anda future Life to the prefent. — 

The fifth Chapter difcovers the Sources <i “ertue, and why Men 
won’c neither practife it nor know it. We don’t love what entire- 
ly breaks Socicty ; an open Injuftice, Treachery, Ingratitude, or 
y Violence, raife our Anger 3 but we account for nothing a violent 
} Paflion for the World. Tohaveagreat deal of Ambition, even | 
of Pride if feafoned with Difcretion, to love all the Pleafures of 
this World, when they are not hurtful to our Fortune or our 
Health; to long after Riches,Honour,and the Glory of this World, 
and to love only our own felves, are fuch Sentiments that appear 
fo natural to us, that we take them for the Dictates of the fupream 
Reafon ; and we are fo pleafed with them, that we inploy our In- 
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duftry in forging a thoufand Pretences to avoid confulting the 4 
Primitive Light. This premis‘d, cur Authcr comes to the fecond 
Part of his Defign, which is to fhew, that there is nothing more 


falfe and more deceitful, than thofe great and fhining Maxims taken 
out of Tully, which the moft coniiderable part of Mankind feem to 
have chofen for the Rule of their Life. 

The Author owns that Zudy had undertaken a noble, great, and 
ufeful Work, in writing his Treatifes of Offices, of Friend{hip, and 
of Old Age, which include the whole Courfe of Humane Life in 
all its different Degrees; but he te!ls us at the fame time, that ne- 
ver was a good Projict foillexecuted. To prove this feeming Pa- 
radox, the Author follows him clofely, and about the four Ver- 
tues, which are the S:.bject Matter of the firft Book of the Offices, 
he finds nothing but what in our Principles is contradictory to 
natural Light. He fheweth the Vanity and Imperfection of his Dif- 
courfe vpon Pradence, having not acquainted us with the Caufe of 
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the Precipitation or Rafhnefs of our Judgments, nor the Object we 
are to confule. 

But our Author is moft efpecially angry with thofe, who will 
learnthe Rules of Juftice from a Man, who thought himfelf in the 
right to do all the Harm he cou!d to thofe who uvjultly offended 
him ; and who acknowledged no other ground of the Dutics Men 
owe refpectively one to another, than the Treaties betvcen them 
tranfacted. He agrees wich him in faying, that the Love of Riches 
is a Source of Injuftice , but he feverely rcbukes him for his having 
attributed to a Greatnefs of Soul, that love of Riches, of Honours, 
and Domination. This grants, fays our Author, to Mens Cove- 
tou{nefs and greedy Detires all that they are able to ask. 

He thinks that Zudy has not better known how a Man may be 
ufeful to his Neighbour, than the Princip!es of Juftice ; and that 
what he has faid concerning Imployments, only ferves to flatrer 
our Natural Vanity. He finds him no lefs mifltaken in his Difcour- 
fes upon Liberality, Gratitude, and the Order which is to be ob- 
ferved in our Benefits 5 all thefe things being as many Dependen- 
cies of Juftice. ed 

He pretends, that according to 7uiy’s Maxims, Fortitude isa 
forged and chimerical Vertue ; that Ambition, which in his Princi- 
ples can agree with it, knows no bounds; thatan ambitions Soul 
is prepofleiied with Craftinefs, Violence, Envy, and the love of 
Riches ; and that the Fortitude and Courage of him who aims at 
aa and Magiftracy, confifts in having a Difhdence of 
himfelf. 

To eftablifh the Vertue of Temperance, Tully diftinguifhes the 
Appetite from Reafon , and tells us the Effects of both: but here 
we are told, that his Knowledg about this Point was very undiftiné 
and confufed, and could be of no ufetohim. Helikes not better 
what he fays concerning Voluptuoufnefs, the Decorum, and his Me- 
thod for the choice of a Manner of Life. 

The A:thor comes now to. the fecond Book of the Offces,. 
_wherein Ty treats of the Urile, and of Glory , and fheweth, that 
whatever he has faid, being in his own Confeflion but meer Pro- 
bab'lities, the fame is ufelefs to Vertue, which moft have certain 
Rules to go by. He pretends that nothing is more oppofite to 
good Scnfe and natural Light, than to place our Glory in the Ad- 
miration of Mcn, as Z#dy has done. Where can be the Vertue of 
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him, whofe Self-love isthe Principle, Motive, and End of all his 
Actions ? Where is the Juftice of the Man, who does not give 
Glory to him to whom alone Glory does belong ? Our Author ad- 
vifes, that coinfpire a young Man witha true Greatne{s, we are to 
infpire him at the fame time with Humility , for otherwife we do 
only help to the fwel'ing of his Pride. 

Tully endeavours in his third Cock to fhew, that the Urile can- 
not be feparated from the Henej? ; and here it is proved that by 
their being confounded, all things are in corfufion , and that in 
his own Principles the Utile is to be preferred to the Honeft. 

Our Author comes to the Book of Friend(hip, wherein Tall 
brings in Lediws diicourfing upon that Vertue ; and the firft Remark 
he makes, is about the Miftake of fe:ic Learned Men, who have 
endeavoured to reconcile 7 #//y’s Opinion with that of St. Auftin’s. 
Then having eftablifhed the Difference between the Friendthips 
formed by Reafon, and thofe that owe their Birth to Self-love, 
he finds that the fo much celebrated Friendhhip between Leliws and 
Cato, is but a fenfual, unjuft, and unrcafonable Friendfhip ; which 
gives to the Creature what only belongs to the Creator. 

But the Book of Old Age, fays our Author, does ftill more 
plainly manifeft the Genius of the Heathen , and of the four Rea- 
fons that Cato imploys to prove that Old Age is not grievous, un- 
pleafing and irkfom, the moft innocent is here reprefented as con- 
trary to good Senfe and Piety. 

By the Paradoxes, he fhews the Oppofition of the Stoicks Princi- 
ples to the Chriftian Religion; and that the moft wife Pagans 
were the moft miferable, and the greateft S'aves. 

Befides this Criticifm on Tully's Works, one may find an exact

HE Author begins his firft Differtation with the Expla- 

nation of thefe words, Phslofopby and Se; and theweth 
how contrary to good Senfe it is to beftow the name of Phs 
lofopher on a Seétary. A Philofopher, fays he, cannot he called a 
Seétary, becaufe a Seétary has already a fettled Syftem, a:d his 
Opinions are fixed, which hinders his Reafon from feeking Truth, 
and diverts his Thoughts from its farther fearch ; whereas the 
Search of the Truth of Natural things, is the only Aim and Appli- 
cation of a true Philofopher ; and fo a Sectary and a Philofopher 


are diametrically oppofite, and properly {peaking, a Sectary Philo- 
fopber is but a Chimera. 


The characteriftical Marks of the Seéfaries, are thefe five : 


1. They have a moft intolerable Contempt for any that are fo 
bold as to contradict the Chief of their Sect. - 
2. They are fo much prepoflefled with what their Chief teaches 


them, that they defend all his Opinions though never fo unreafo- 
nable, or at leaft excufe them. 


3. They go further, and endeavour to deftroy whatever is op- 
potite to their Mafter’s Maxims. 


Vii 4. They 
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4. They have ablind and unreconcilable Hatred for thofe who 
hold a Deé¢trine different from theirs. And, 

5. Which I fhould have faid at firft, they have fo abfolutely 


given up themfelves to the Authority of their Mafter, that Truth 


has no manner of Power or Intiuence over them. . 
In fhort, fays our Ingenious Author, the blind Submiilion of the 


Papifts to the Pope, is able alone to give us a fufficient Idea of the 
Submiffion the Sectaries have to their Chief. 


And indeed the Philofophers who choofe a Chief, look upon. 
him as upon a Philofophical Pope, whom they believe infalsble in 
all, or at Ieaft inthe moft part or what he teaches. This may be 
oroved by the Example of the Difciples of Pythagoras, who 
owned fuch an Infallibility in their Mafter, as blindly to be- 
licve whatever he told them, and the moft incomprehenfible 
Doctrines went eafily down with them, with one Magifter dixit, 
Oy iftotle has alfo been owned by his Followers for an infulsble Ora- 
alz, and his Doctrine called fwmma veritas: And the Cartefians of 
ghis time, notwithftanding their fair Pretences, come very near to 
thofe Expreflions, when they fay, (alluding to Defcartes’s Chrifti- 
an Name) that he has raifed Wifdom or Learning from the Grave; 
Rensto ato. fapientia tota renata eft. The Apotheofis, and Canons- 
zatien, practited in the Church of Rome, have been introduced into. 
Philofophy, and Sectaries have forged a Philofophical Idolatry. 
Fybagoras was ranked among the Gods, Dsvis anuumerarunt ;. his 
Houle was. turned into a Temple, where he received Divine Ho- 
nOUTS ;, #pfamq, pro Deocoluerant. But this muft be underftood of 


a fubordinate Worfhip, near a-kin to that the Romanifts pay to. 


their Saints. Fhe Philofophers of Cologne have alfo in-a manner. 
canonized Arifferle, in beftowing upon him the following Enco- 
mine , Ariftocelem (ic fuiffe Chrifti Precurforem in Naturalibus,. 
quemadmodum Foannes Baptifta sn Gratuitis. 

The Conformity between the Sectary Philofophy, and the 
Rkemifh Church, will appear the more, if we confider that Com- 
mentators, Interpreters and Doctors, have in the one the fame 
Place and’ Authority, that Cardinals, Bifhops and Abbots have in: 
the Hierarchy of the other; and when we fee fo many various 
Sects in Philofophy, which however own the fame Chief, fuch- 
as: are the Novminals, Reals, Scotitts, Thomifts, &c. in the School 
of, 
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of Ariftorle does not this call to our Minds the various Orders 
in the Popifh Church, who have retained the Names of their 
Founders ? And as upon entring into any of thefe Orders, there 
are fome Vows required, a3 the Vows of Obedsence, Chajtitys 
and Poverty; are not likewife young Students upon entring in- 
to Univerfitses, required to make a Vow of Philofopbical Chajftsty, 
though they don’t think on it; by which they are bound to ab- 
{tain themfelves from the Love of Truth as a forbidden Fruit, 
if ic be oppofed to the Opinion of the Sect whereof they im- 
brace the Profeffion? Don’t they make alfo a Vow of Phuilofo- 
phical Poverty, fince they muft be contented with what cheir 
Sef# teaches, without attempting to enrich themfelves by new 
Difcoveries, and new Acquilitions in the Knowledg of Truth ? 
Thefe two Vows imply that of Phélofophical Obedience; by which 
they are bound to enquire into natural things no further than 
it is prefcribed by the Orders of their Chief. Here is alfo a 
capital Doctrine of the Church of Rome; for as in this, Peo- 
ple precifely and blindly believe what the Church believes, fo like- 
wife Sectaries, without any Examination or Difcuflion, embrace alf 
the Tenets of their Dodtors. 

Though thofe who are guilty of fo blind a. Submiffion, as 
takes from them the Liberty of enquiring into the Truth of 
things, are here feverely condemned; our Author grants, that 
in the firft Study of Philofophy a Difciple muft be credulous, 
Difcipulum oportet effe.credulum; but upon this Condition, that 
he muft not diveft himfelf of the Liberty of enquiring into the 
Grounds of his Belief; and according to the Progrefs he makes 
in Knowledg, he muft rid himfelf from his Credulity: For 
his Philofophical Faith muft be but a temporary One; as it has 
been very well obferved by one of the moft Learned Men of 
his Age, Verulam de Augm., Scient. Lib. 1. We are forced to 
fee with other Mens Eyes, when ours are too weak to en- 
dure the flafhing of a great Light; but we muft by degrees, 
and betimes, ufe our felves to it, that we may fee with our 
own Eyes without any Dependance on others. The young 
Eagles expofed to the Rays of the Sun, look fixedly in a fhort 
time on that bright Planet in its greateft Splendor. The reft 
of this Diflertation is upon the Refpect due to the Antient 
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Philofophers ; and contains the Caufe of that Philofophical Sla- 
very, which has fo long continued in the World, and the Rea- 
fon why Men did not think to free themfelves from its. 
Yoke. ft’ 

In the fecond Differtation our Ingenious Author enquires in- 
to the myfterious Conduct of thofe who have endeavoured to 
introduce Sects in Philofophy , but becaufe it wou.d be too 
long to examine all the Authors of Sccts, he confines himfelf 
to thefe three, Pythagoras, Ariftotle, and Dejfcartes, and then 
enquires into the Defects of Philofophy, when it is tied to a 
Sect. Such a Philofophy is fo far from perfecting the Soul 
of Man, that it is rather an Hinderance to its Perfection ; 
becaufe it hinders us from feeking Truth, and deprives us of 
the lawful ufe of our Reafon to fubmit it to other Mens Opi- 
nion. I grant, that we are not able to come to the Know- 
ledg of all the things in the World, but I think we may 
juftly complain of Philofophy, which ought to be a continual 
Study of true Wifdom, if inftead of helping us to the Know- 
ledg of natural things, it endeavours to extinguifh our Lights, 
and fhorten our Sight. If at leaft we fliould know, that we 
are really ignorant, it would be advantageous for us; for 
thereby we should be perhaps excited to furmount the Ob- 
ftacles that have fruftrated our Studies; but the Ignorance en- 
tertaincd by a Sectary Philofopby, can never produce that good 
Effect, having its rife from the too great Opinion we have of 
the Geniws of him whom we have chofen for our Chief. Ly- 
ing under fuch a Prejudice, we wholly rely upon him as if he 
knew all that can be known, without thinking in the leaft of 
enlarging our Knowledg. The worft of this is, that when the 
Chief of a Sect lies under fome Errors, as they often do, we: 
blindly engage our felves in the fame; fo that befides our Ig- 
norance, we fall into an incurable Depravation of Mind. Our 
Perceptions are not only then defective, but we alfo lofe our 
Judgment by degrees; becaufe having trufted our felves to: 
the Conduct and Judgment of others, we make no ufe of 


ro own to judg of things that are the Objet of Philo- 
sophy. 
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This premifed, it follows, that to the Seftary Philofopby we 
are to prefer an Elective ; and our Author in his third Diiler- 
tation, coniiders its Nature and Neceflicy. To defcribe this 
Elective Philofophy in as few words as poflible, it is fufficient : 
to fay, that ic gives liberty to adopt whatever is contained in 
the Writings of Learned Men, which can give us the Know- 
ledg of Mylterics of Nature, and that one of its chief Pre- 
cepts is to look for Nature in Nature it felf, and confider the 
fame with Care and Application, in order to difcover fome 
Truth unknown to us at this time. This is to fay, that the 
Philofophers, called Eleétores by Joh. Franc. Picus Mirand. being 
convicted of the Infirmity and Shortnefs of Humane Mind, and 
that there are yet in Nature thoufands of Abyiles unfounded, 
think that the beft way to make a Progrefs in the Knowledg’. 
of Natural things, is to borrow from the Writings and La- 
bours of Learned Men, what they have obferved on the fame, 
and then compare it with Nature it felf, without Prejudice 
or Partiality, admitting for True what really appears fo after 
a moft exact and nice Examination. This Philofophy gives 
doubtlefs a greater Satisfaction; for we fee what others have 
difcovered before us, and we may reap fome Benefit from their 
Labours. But befides, it teaches us to make a good Ufe of our 
Reafon, it ufes our Souls to an Ingenuity that makes them 
great and noble; and infpires us with a certain Juftice and 
Equity, which determine us to efteem as much as we ought, 
both the Antient and Modern, without engaging our felves into 
their private Quarrels. This Method is beyond Contradiction, 
very ufeful to thofe who aim at the true Knowledg of Philo- 
fophical Sciences. As in Mechanicks we make ufe of the Dif- 
coveries of all Men that have been before us, and of thofe who 


are ftill living, I don’t fee any reafon why in Philofophy we fhould 


not enjoy fo reafonable a Liberty. 

Some to run down Elettive Philofopby, have objected, that if 
the choice of Dogma's is tolerated in that Science, that Liber- 
ty will foon be boundlef:, and degenerate into a Philofophicat 
Licentionfnefs ; fo that to avoid that Excefs, it is better, fay 
they, to ftick to a certain Sect and Syftem. But to this one 
may anfwer, that Slavery in Philofophy is an Excefs no lefs 
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vicious and dangerous, than Licentioufnefs; that they are two 
Extreams which we muft avoid in following an honeft Liberty 
as a Medium, according to the Precepts of Eleéisue Pbilofophy, 
which does not fuffer its Difciples to go beyond a reafonable 
Liberty : ’Tis true, that fome conceited and {parkling Wits 
fall into a kind of Scepticifm, near a-kin to Philofophical Li- 
bertinage , that is to fay, that by following no Sect, they 
think every thing probable. But this is a Vice peculiar to 
thofe Wits which are not yet come to their Maturity, and 
whofe Judgments are too rafh, and not the Fault of Eleétive 
Philofopby. But this Argument may be retorted with more 
Juftice againft Sectary Philofophy: for by the Arbitrary Power, 
it aflumes to determine withont Appeal the moft difficule 
Points though unknown to it felf; Men are diftafted, and tura 
Seepticks. 
This clofes the fourth Diflertation.

Hey mutt be great Strangers in the Common-wealth of Learn- 
ing, who don’t know the great Endeavours the Papilts have 
ufed to make People believe that the Greek and Latin Churches have 
always agreed about the Eflential Points of Religion, and that both 
own the Pope of Rome for their Chief: ‘tis very well known alfo 
how much it concerns them to eftablifh that Opinion. Many 
learned Proteftants have laboured to undeceive the World, and 
they have produced fo many convincing Reafons to prove the 
Diflenfion between thofe two Churches, that it was not thought 
any Papift would for the future engage himfelf in that Difpute : 
However, fome have lately attempted it, and this has ingaged 
the Learned Dr. Spanbeim to write this Diflertation, in which 
he has fer this Controverfy in its full Light. 

To begin, he rightly ftatesthe Queftion: Leo Allatins, a Greek 
by Birth, but bred up in Iraly, and entirely devoted to the Inte- 
reft of the Romifh Church, mentions the Uniformity of the Do- 
ctrine of the Greek: and Latin Churches under this Title, The 
Union of the Eaftern and Weftern Churches, Petrus Arcadius, ano- 
ther Greek, bred up in the Seminary of his Nation at Kome, has 
done the like ; but it is neceflary to know what they underftand 
by thofe Churches: by the Wefterw they mean that Church which 


ewns the Pope for its Chief; and by the Eaffern, the Greek, 


Charches that acknowledg the Supream Authority of that Pontiff, 
er (according to the Interpretation of Alatiw himfelf ) fubmit 
shemfelves to the. four Patriarchs own'd.for fuch by him: — he. 
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difowns thofe who have vigoroufly aflerted the Rights of their 


Churchcs, and have not comp‘ied with the Supremacy of the — 


Pope. Whether the Popifh Church deferves the Title of Weftern 


Church, is not now the Queftion ,; but we deny that the Greek 


Churches as reftrained by thofe Authors, might be ftiled the 
Eaftern Church. 

The Eaftern Church, properly fo called, includes in her Bofom 
all the Chriftians, who, fince Photias down to our Time, continue 
to be feparated from the Latin or Romifh Church. Many of 
them groan at this time under a hard Slavery in the Empire of 
the Turks. A part of that Church preferves ftill fome Purity, 


fuch as the Chriftians properly called Greeks, the Adelchites or 


Syrians, to whom we may join the Ceorgzans, Iberians and Mufco- 
vites. Another part has degenerated from the Faith and Difci- 
pline of the antient Eaftern Church, fuch as the Nejtorzans, Diofco- 
rians, Cophti, Jacobites, Abifins, Ethiopians, Armenians, and Ma- 
ronites. The Greeks fo properly called, under the Patriarch of 
Conftantinople, muft be divided into two Clafles, as it is owned by 
Luc. Holfterius, Soannes Morinus, Rich, Simon, and the Author of the 
Critick Hiftory under the Name of A4onm:. Part of them are na- 
tural Greeks, diametrically oppofite to the Latins, keeping the 
Do¢trine, Difcipline, and Rites of the antient Greek Church ; 
and the other part are but Baftard Greeks, or Greeks latinifed, as 


Rich. Simon calls them ; that is to fay, that having forfaken the Difci- - 


pline of their Fathers, they have imbraced the Romifh Traditions, 
and made a fincere or diflembled Agreement with the Latin Church, 
having been corrupted by the Pope’s Miffionaries, or by the Edu- 
cation they received in the Seminaries founded for that purpofe, at 
Rome, Naples, Venice, and other places. Thefe muft be divided 
again into feveral Orders; for fome amongft them have but 
feigned an Union with the Papifts to raife their Fortune, as we 
learn it from Pachymerus and Gregoras; fome other to obtain by 
Faction a Patriarchal Dignity , and laftly, there are fome cthers 
who have been bred up in /taly, have declared for the Pope, and 
continued faithful tohim, being rewarded with fat Livings and 


_Dignities. Our Author difcom fes large!y upon thefe Heads, and 


difcoversthe many Jricks of the Romans to win the Greeks over 
tothem. He gives usa particular Account of what has been done 
fince the XINth Century, and by the Example of fome eminent 


Grecks, 
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Greeks, he proves that the Church of Rome has no great Caufe to 
glory and brag of that Union. . 

This premifed, our Author examines what we muft believe of 
the true Greeks, or Members of the Eaftern Church, and of their 
inion or Divifions with the Latins. The firft arethe Atelchites, 
or Syrians, not as Greeks of Nation or Original, but as being 
deemed fuch by their Belicf, Rites and LDilcipline. oannes 
Marinus owns it, and Gabrsel Stonitus, and Joaunes Efronitus fay 
that they hold fome Eflential Dogma’s contrary to the Dottrine 
of the Church of Xome- they tell us farther, that they are Ene- 
mies of the Pope, and indeed they have a true Hatred for him. 
The Georgtans do not agree better with the Latins than the Afel- 
chites, and other crue Greeks: for, if we may believe Travellers, 
they hate both the Pope, and the principal Doctrines of his 
Church. Father Avitabolu, who had been a Miffionary in Jveria, 
knew it well enough, when he told Pope Urbanus VIII. that the 
Georgians hold all the Errors of the Greeks. 

The Poles, who inhabit the black or little Ruffia, and the Muf- 
covites who poflefs the great or the white, mult be ranked among the 
Greeks, whom God imployed as the Inftrument of their Conver- 
fion in the Year 987 5; and befides their Religion is ftill at this day 
the fame: They have the fame Belief, the fame Difcipline, the 
fame Rites, the fame Liturgy, and own the fame Canonical Books 3 
the only Difference between them lies in this, that the A4s/covires 
or Ruffians are not fo learned asthe Greeks, and more corrupted in 
their Manners. Thefe A4ufcevites have fuch an Averfion for the 
Pope and his Church, that they can hardly hear his Name, and the 
Papifts are the only Chriftians whom they will not tolerate in 
their Dominions. “Tis true, that towards the latter end of the 
laft Century, in the Year 1595, the Poles of the little Ruffie, al- 
lured by the fair Promifes of the Zefwirs, fubmitted to the Pope, 
but it was upon thefe Conditions, That there fhou!d be no Inno- 
vation made in the Religion they profefled ; That their Prielts 
fhould be permitted to marry 5 That the Communion fhould be 
given under both Kinds; That they fhouid not be obliged to cele- 
brate the Feaft of the Corpus Chrifts; to aflift co any Proceflion ; 
to confecrate their Bells, and to fend to Rowe for the Confirma- 
tion of their Bifhops. If this be an Union in Point of Religion, 
I don’t know what may be called Diilention.

But to have a perfect Idca of this Controverfy; let-us follow 


~ our Learned Author a little farther; He moft evidently proves, 


that there are at this day almoft an infinite Number of Churches 
both in Earope and Afia, which own the Authority of the Patriarch 
of Conftantinople, and are divided into Exarchates, Atetropoles, and 
Archbifhopricks. The Patrsarch of Alexandria, Orthodox or 
Melchite, who refides now at Cairo, has under his jurifdiction the 
Chriftian Churches that are in Egypt, Thebar, Lybra, Arabia, and 
Nubia. Thole of Mefcpotansa, Syria, Ifauria, Cilicia, and in pe- 
neral all the AZechites, properly fo called, own the Authority of 
the Patriarch of Antioch; and that of Ferufalem has Infpection 
over the Churches of Paleftine, and Arabia Petrea as far as Mount 
Sinai. "Vis true the Jurifdiction of the Patriarchs of Antioch and 
Alexandria, has been much leflened by the Defection of the Faco- 
bites, Afaronites or Neftortans, who have made fome particular. 
Patriarchs for themfelves, or have fubmitted to the Pope of 
Rome, as part of the Afaronites have done. 

In the laft Century a fifth Patriarchate was erected by the Rafians, 
and his Authority reaches very far. The Chriftians under him. 
profefs the fame Religion as the Greeks, and often confult the 
Patriarch of Conjtantinople. 

The Greeks defign thofe five Patriarchs by the five Letters, of 
which is compofed this word K AR Al, which fignifies Chief, 
for every one of them is the initial Letter of a Patriarchate ; and 
fo K denotes the Patriarch of Conftantinople, .A that of Alexan= 
dria, R that of Ruffia ( Ruthenws ), the fecond A that of Antioch, 
and / that of Ferufalem. Whereupon the Greeks have made this 
ingenious Remark, That the Roman Pope is {fo far from being the. 
Head of the Univerfal Church, that even he is not among the 
K AK AI, that is to fay, the Patriarchs or particular Chiefs of 
the Church. | 

Now to make this Diffenfion between the Greeks and Latins. 
more fenfible, our Author produces the Writings and Confeiions 
of Faith of the Greeks, both Antient and Modern. Euthymius 
in the eleventh Century publifhed his Pasplia of the Orthodox. 


Faith againft the Hereticks, and in the Catalogue of the Herefies 


he writes againft, you will find many chief Degma’sef the Ro- - 
mith Church. Simeon Archbifhop of Theffalonica, now Salonichi, 
wrote a Book in the beginning of the XVth Century againft all 


Herefies,

Herefies, but in particular againft that of the Latins. The Con- 
feflion of Patriarch Gennadius, which came out in the Year 145.4, 
is no lefs contrary to the Docttrine of the Church of Rome; and 
the Writings of A4anuel Peloponnefus towards the Year 1500, 
againft Brother Francis of the Order of the Preachers, are exprefled- 
ly againft Purgatory, Tranfub{tantiation, Papal Hierarchy, ce. 
The tamous Jeremiah Patriarch of Conffantineple, declared himfelf 
apainit the Roman Catholicks in the Year 15723 and the Writings 
of Meletins Patriarch of Alexandria do fufhiciently proye chat the 
Author hated the Papifts. 

Among the Modern Greeks who have oppofed the pretended 
Catholick Church, we find firft of all Ad<aximus Margunius, who 
has written two excellent Treatifcs, one again the Franeifcans, 
and the other againit the Fefusrs. Gabriel Severus has alfo diltin- 
guifhed himfelf in writing againft the Tenets of Rome. A Phy- 
fician named Geergsus Corefias has atiack’d and confuted feveral 
particular Points of the Doctrine of the Papifts; but they were 
never {Oo much inflamed as at the Confeflion of Faith publifhed by 
Cyril Lucaris, Patriarch of Alexandria, and afterwards of Con- 


ftantinople, in which that Prelate fets down the Belief of the 


Eaftern Church as oppofed and contrary to the Roman. Metro- 
phanes Critopulus drew aficr him another Confeflion of Faith, 
which is look’d upon as Calvinift or Lusheran. Bilhop Zechariah 
Gerganus wrote a Catechifm in the Year 1630, wherein he deftroys 
all the Traditions of the Church of Rome, and the fupream Autho- 
rity of the Pope. A4eletsus Archbifhop and Metropolican of Ephe- 
fus, and Hieratheus Archimandritus are in the Number of the 
Greek Authors of this Age, who have fhown how far the Greek 
and Eaftern Church differs from that of the Romans. 

To invalidate the Evidence of the Patriarchs, and Confeflions 
of Faith by which Dr. Spanbeim proves the Diflenfion between the 
Greek and Romifh Church, the Papifts produce fome other Pa- 
triarchs who perfectly agree with the Church of Rome; fuch are 
Gregorius Mamonantes, who ftiles himfelf Patriarch of Conftantino- 
ple, one Philoteus, who aflumes the Title of Pope and Patriarch 
of Alexandria, and fome others; but our Author deftroys the 
Reputation and Credit of thofe pretended Evidences by many uns 
an{werable Arguments. The Papifts produce alfo a Confeilion 
of Faith, which they call, The Expofition of the Belief of the whole 
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Eaftern Church, amended by Aeletius Sirigus, whereby they pre- 
tend to anfwer the Confeffion of Cyril, for that Conteflion of 
Miletins agrees well encugh with the Church of Rome: but the 
learned Remarks our Author makes thereupen do plainly thew 
the Invalidity of this laft Proof of theirs. 3 

By what has been hitherto faid, it appears that the true Greeks 
called Melchites, live under Patriarchs entireiy feparated ‘from the 
Pope, and oppofed to the Romifh Church 5 but our Author pro- 
ceeds farther, and examines the various Scéts of the Eaftern Na- 
tions that have altered the Religion of the Aé/chites, to know 
whether they agree with the Latin Church: And thereupon he 
Sheweth that the Neftorsans, Facobstes, acd Afaronites, (or at leaf 
thofe that are fo called at this day) have no manner of relation to 
the Romifh Church, and much lefs are they united together under 
one and the fame Chief. 


To pafs a right Judgment on the Conformity of the Rites and 


Ceremonies which are obferved in the Greek Church and inthe: 


Latin, we ought, it fcems, but to confult theic Liturgies; but 
fince the many Alterations they have fuffered in their various 
Editions, they are fo fufpicious as not to be depended upon. 


As to the Doctrine, the Greek and Roman Catholicks ufing the: 


{ame Expreflions on feveral Points of Faith, one would think that 
at leaft they agree in thofe Points, but Dr. Spanbeim has already 


_ difcovered in the X1Vth Tome of his Introduétzon to Fiftory on the 


IVch Century, that tho they agree in the Expreffions, their Senfe is 
very different and quite contrary ; to which he adds, that the 
Hypothefes of the Greek Church on the moft eflential Articles of 
the Chriftian Religion, differ very much from the Latin; from 
whence it follows, that they are ftill at this day oppofed one to 
another, as fome learncd Roman Catholicks have been forced to 
own. But if there was between them fuch an Uniformity and 
Agreement as the Papifts pretend, why do the Roman Catholicks 
oblige the Greeks who turn to their Church, to abjure their 
Herefy ? And why do the Greeks baptize again the Romans who 
embrace their Communion ? 

When this Diflenfion began it is not very certain, becaufe the 
Authors don’t agree upon this Point, but by this Differtation, 


their Divifion mult be of near 9co Years ftanding ; the Author 
treats of the occafion of the fame.

The true Greeks, whom the Church of Rome calis Schifmatickes 
acknowledg no other Word of God but what is contained in the 
Holy Scriptures, and ownthat Word for the only Law and Tri- 
bunal to which it belongs to decide Controverfies about Matters 
of Religion, and therefore reject the Infallibilicty and Authority 
of the Pope in what concerns Faith and Manrers. They can 
neither be reconciled to the Monarchy of that Pontiff, nor that 
he fhould affume the Authority of granting Indulgences, and 
difpenfing with what the Laws of God do precifely command, 
and permitting what thofe Laws forbid. They cannot abide the 
Infolency of the Pope, who ftiles himfelf the Vicar of Jefus 
Chrift, the Chief of the Catholick Church, a kind of Vice-God: 


_ They maintain that fuch a Creature deferveth no manner of Ado- 


ration, and that he has no Power over the Temporals of Princes. 
They fay that the Church of Rome does falfly, unjuftly, and 
without any Right, boaft it felf of being One, Holy, Catholick, and 
Apoftolick ; and in fhort, they difown all the Additions made to 
the Apoftles Creed fince the 8th Synod held under Photsus. 

Our Author comes next to the great Point of the Exacharift, 
The Papifts pretend that the Greeks agree with them, that they 
believe the Tranfubftantiation, that is to fay, that after the Con- 
fecration of theSymbols of the Eacbari/?, there remains nothing of 
the Bread and Wine but the Species or Accidents, their Subftance 
being changed into the Subftance of the Body and Blood of 
Chrift. To anfwer this, Dr. Spankesm does in the firft place lay 
down as an unqueltionable thing, that this Dogma of the Tran- 
fubftantiation was not taught in the Church of Rame before the 
Separation of the Greeks. 2. That the word which fignifies 
Tranfubftantiation amongft the Greeks, is not to be found in any of 
their Books. 3. That if they have made ufe of fome Expreflions 
which feem to exprefs the changing of the Symbols into the Body 
and Blood of Chrift, thofe Expreffions can never fignify what the 
Church of Rome means, viz. a real changing of Subftance, in 2 
word, the Tranfubftantiation. 4. That the Greeks have never 
faid that the Prieft facrifices, nor that he offers an Expiatory Sa- 
crifice for the Living and theDead. 5. That thcy call the Lord’:- 
Supper a fpiritual Sacrifice in Commemcration of the bloody 
one that Chrift offered on the Crofs. 6. The Author brings in 
for Evidence to prove what he has faid, fevcral Greek a" 
ana. 
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and whole Monalteries, who unanimouily declare that they cannot 
agree with the Chuich ot Rome in the Doctrine of the Lord’s- 
Supper. 

Dr. Spanheim mikes many other Remarks to thew the Difagree- 
ment of thofe two Churches on that great Point, nor do they 
agree better about the Purgatory, the Perfection and Merit of 
Works: the Greeks alfo condemnas an impious Boldnefs the Ad- 
dition of five Sacraments made by the Papifts to the two infti- 
tuted by Jefus Chrift, which, I mean the laft, are differently ufed 
in the Greek and Roman Churches. 

This is the Subftance of Dr. Spanheim’s Diflertation, which is 
in its kind a very elaborate Piece. I muft beg your Pardon for 
having been fo long about it, tho I dare fay it is hardly poffible 


to have been fhorter, confidering the abundance of Learning there- 
in contained. 
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A Paftoral Inflruéiton of the Bifhop of Meaux con- 


cerning Prayers, im 4°. Paris 1695. 


Acquainted you fometime ago, that Quseti/m makes fo confidera- 
I ble a Progrefs in France, that the Archbifhop of Paris had been 
forced to condemn fome Books and Propofitions of theirs by a 
folemn Decree, which I fent you; but that Decree has proved 
too weak a Barrier to {top the Current of that Opinion, and there- 
fore the Bifhop of Afeaux, moved by the Duty of his Place, and 
by the Care he is to take of his Flock, has thought himfelf ob- 
liged to provide them with a fic Antidote againft that creeping 
Diitemper. 

He tells us that many dangerous Errors concerning Prayer have 
been lately fpread in the Church of France, and in his Diocefs, 
and therefore he exhorts the Priefts, Curats, and other Clergy- 
men to redouble their Care and Vigilancy in this Juncture, and to 
oppofe thofe Errors before they take Root: But becaufe that 


Exhortation would be very infignificant for many of them, he- 


tells them by what Marks thofe Errors may be known without 
the help of any great Learning. 

The firft is, That under pretence of honouring the Divine 
Effence, thefe Men exclude from their Contemplation the Huma- 
nity of the Son of God, and even the moft Effential Attributes 
of the God-head, fuch as are Omnipotence, Fuftice, and Mercy. 

The fecond is an odd kind of Generofity, or Indifferency for 
Self-intereft, which hinders them from asking from God any 
thing for themfeives, even not the Forgivenefs of their Sins, and 
the Gift of Perfeverance in Piety. 

A third Mark by which thefe new Doctors may be known, is, 
that they teach that Perfection confifts in fupprefiing all Adts of 
Faith, and efpecially thofe that a Chriftian excites in himfelf by 
the helpof Grace, and that we muft preferve but one preduced at 
firft, which (by aConfent they call Pafive) will laft as long as 
we live, without need of being renewed..

Fourth; They fcorn Mortification, and the Practice of all other 
Vertucs, asa vulgar and common thing, below Men that are yer- 
fect. 

Fifth; Thefe new Myflical DoStors commend nothing but ex- 
traordinary Prayers; and they fay, that the Periection of Chri- 
fiiazn Religion confift in thofe extraordinary and Enthuliattical 
Orifons. 


Thefe are the five Characters that the Bifhop of Meaux gives to 
his Clergy, that they might know the Teachers of thoie perni- 
cious Dottrines; and then he propofes them fome fundamental 
Truths in order to oppofe thofe Errors. The principal whereof 
are, 


1. Every Chriftian in all Conditions and States, though not 
at every moment, is obliged to make fome Acts of Faith, Hope, 
and Charity , and is obliged to the explicste Faith in God, Maker 
of Heaven and Earth; in God, Fathes, Son and Holy Ghoft; and 
in Jefus Chrift, God and Man as Mediator.

{pire him with thofe Acts by a particular Infpiration ; he needs on- 
ly the Example of the Saints, and of Faith, always fuppoling the 
Grace of God. : 


6. Mortifications agree with every State a Chriiiian may bein, 
and are oftcn neceflary. 


7+ Continual Prayer does not confift in a continual Act, bet in 


a continual Difpofition to do what God commands, and avoid — 


what he forbids. 
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8. ’Tis not lawful for a Chriftian, under pretence of a paflive 
Orifon, to wait that God fhould determine him to every Action, 
by way of a particular Infpiration. ,

fhe had put her felf into a gteat Heat, The Night following 
| | fhe felt a very great Head-ach, attended with Swooning, and 
at laft with Vomiting. The Phyfician who was fent for the 
next Day, caufed her to be let Blood, te prevent ill Confe- 
quences ; but few hours after the Bleeding, the Fever came again: 
upon her with a giore violent Head-ach than before, which was 
followed with fo copious a Sweat, that thereby lofing much of 
her Spirits, fhe fell feveral times into a Syucope, that was thought: 
to be mortal. When the Fever was fomewhat abated, a Cly- 
{ter was given her, and at Night a quieting Fwlep , whereby 
the Violence of her Pains was fomething mitigated. 
Notwithftanding allthis, her Fever begun a-freth ia the ufeal 
manner, and lafted until the 5t4 of September , when the Patient 
found her felf a little better, though her Head-ach did continue. 
On the 4 of the fame Month, the Fever came on again more. 
fiercely than ever ; and fhe began then to complain of an extra- 
Ordinary Pain in her vzght-Ear, where, as fhe laid, fhe felt fome- 
thing as if it was gnawing the infide of that part. Her Pain was. 
attended with a great buzzing, and fo fharp and frequent prick- 
ing, that fhe fell (&vcral tumes into a Syncope, and would have 
hardly, 
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hardly come again to her felf, bad not People about her been very 
careful. | 

She had afterwards Eafe for fome days, and Dr. Glexin her 
Phyfician, whofe Merit and Capacity are well known, thought fic 
to purge her during that Interval ; and thereby the was fomewhat 
more eafed. However, a few days after, the fame Symptoms com- 
ing again, a Blifter was applied to her Neck, and an Anodyne 
Cataplafm behind her fick Ear , which did her fo much Good, that 
fhe was able to go about her Bufinefs. 

About the beginning of October, her Diftemper returned apon her 
with fuch Shootings and Prickings in her Ear, that fhe was obliced 
to put in it fome Oil Of bitter Almonds, of Wormwood, qua vite; 
and the like ; which produced {6 good an Effect, that in five days 
after, there came out of her Ear fix living Caterpillars of differene 
Bignefs and Colour. 

Some of them were three or four Lincs big, and five or fix long ; 
and the fmalleft had between two and three Lines in bignefs, and 
between three and four in length: The biggeft were all over 
white, and the fmalleft were {peckled with red andwhite. We 
caft them into luke-warm Water, and they {wam over the fame. 
Some others of the fame Size came out afterwards, making in all 
fourteen, | 

About the end of Oéfober, the Patient felt her Painsagain; which 
made her think that fome of thofe Infetts remained behind, which 
proved very true: For having fomewhat roughly thrufted her 
Finger into her Ear, fhe did thereby oceafion a conliderable quan- 
tity of Blood to come forth , wherein appeared a Catterpillar alivey 
of the nature of thofe mentioned by Blancard, a Dutch Phyfician, 
in his Treatife of Jnfcés, Chap. 11. but to which he gives no par- 
ticular name, though fome will call them Lad. Surveyers , becaufe 
raifing themfelves, and {tanding upon their Fore-Iegs, they bend 
their Bodies, which they fhoot or ftretch forwards as often as is re- 
guifice for Progreffion. 

This Caterpillar was between eighteen and twenty Lines long, 
and about five or fix Lines big. Its Belly was coloured with green 
and yellow Streaks, and the Back with red, green and brown. 
The whole Body thereof was covered with a kind of Down of 
a good length. It had fix Feet, wz. four next tothe Head, oe 
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of each Side, and two next to the Tail, one of each fide. Its Head 
was armed forwards with a Pair of Horns, not unlike thofe of 
a Snail, and was flat. Its Eyes were black, and bearing outwards ; 
and the Tail was fomewhat in figure like that of a Carp. 

As foon as that Caterpillar was out of the Ear of the Woman, 
all Symptoms did ceafe, and the Patient found her felf throughly 
cured, there being no fign left of her having been fick. She hears 
very well; and cis very obfervable, that fhe has always heard with 
that Ear as plainly as fhe did with the other that was well. 

This Woman has conftantly faid, that fomething was got into 
her Ear; and doubtlefs it was a Caterpillar, or elfe a Butter-fly, 
which laid its Eggs within her Ear, where they may have been kept 
by the vifcous Matter that fticks to the Infide, and at laft be 
hatched by the natural Heat of that Part. However, I leave it to 
thofe that are more Learned than my felf, to tell us how, and what 
thofe Animals could feed upon; in what Apartment they have 


lodged fo long without {topping the Hearing, and why they have 
not been fooner perceived.

oufly handled this Subje&, that for ought I know he has omitted: 
nothing of any moment, and told nothingwhich did not deferve to 
be known.
